coast than she ought to have been, al- 
though the compass indicated the correct 
course. When it was seen that the ship 
was aground the engines were revoreed at 
once, and every endeavour made to get hor 
off, the officors and crew working ‘unceas- 
ingly all night, but, unfortunately. without 
uccesa, the water having receded to such 
an extent; that it was decided to await the 
return of. the tide, which would be flowing 
at 4.10 p.m., on tho 14th. This being a 
spring tide a fow inchea more of water 
would ho available, and it was anticipated 
this additional water would be sufficiont to 
float her. In tho carly part of the morning 
soveral: ‘Somalis’ came of from a native 
village known by the name of Ras Alula 
and asked to be allowed on the ship ; the 
Cuptain consented to two af the crow being 
admitted, and, as one of them spoke 
Hindustani the fourth officer who olso 
could apeak this language was thus enabled 
to converse with them and translate their 
wishes to the Captain, During the con- 
yeraation that ensued, it was ascertained 
that tho Sultan desired to interview the 
Captain, or one of the officers of the ship, 
with a view to reciprocate salaams and to 
show regard. The Captain knowing the 
native tributes on this coast so well was 
very cautious and would notgecede to their 
requests. In the afternoon about 4 p.m. 
another crew visited thu ship which in- 
cluded a native who addressed himself as 
the son of the Sultan, and his numerous 
solicitations and the friendly manner - in 
which he asked for one of the officers to 
meet his . father. caused tho Coptein 
to deviate from his original intention and 
after some consideration, he consented 
to the Chicf and Fourth officers going 
ashore with him, It may here ba stated that 
thia personage suggested leaving his sword 
(the sheath of which was made of silver) 
as security-and as a token of good faith ; 
this gonorous offer, however, was not sc- 
copted, as the Captain after what had 
passed in conversation did not consider 
thero was any danger in allowing the offi- 
cers to'go with him. They bad not got many 
yards from tho point of landing when the 
vessel began to move from her position, the 
officers were signalled to return to the shi) 
as soon as posssible, but the Chief and his 
followers would not allow them to Be 
demanding o ransom of Rs, 1,000'on the 
plea that they had been the means of pre- 
venting soveral hill tribes from plundering 
the ship during the night; this placed tho 
officers in o singular position becauso 
they had not doomed it necossary to 
take coins of any kind with them;
